PURPOSE:To discriminate assuredly the 
types of pictures by using the photoconversion 
value of a member having the reference 
density to a reference density for 
discrimination of pictures. 
CONSTITUTION:The light is irradiated to an 
original picture from a light source 3, and an 
effective density histogram of the original 
picture is produced based on the optical 
information given from the original. Then the 
degree of accumulation is obtained for an 
effective density histogram higher or lower 
than the reference density. Thus it is possible 
to discriminate the type of the original picture. 
In this case, the reflected light is received from 
a member 1 having a fixed level of reference 
density by a discriminating sensor 2 at the 
same level as the original. The photoelectric 
conversion value of the reflected light is stored 
in an RAM 16. Then the reference density is 
read out and compared with the sampling data 
to perform counting. 
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
